H a y d e n v il l e , Mass., May 16.—The 
reservoir supplying the manufactories 
of Williamsburg, Leeds and Hnydeu- 
ville, broke this morning, and swept 
down the hills and through those vil­ 
lages, almost destroying them. Whole 
houses and many factories were car­ 
ried oil'. Several tenement blocks were 
crushed, and the inmates had not time 
to escape, and bodies are constantly 
arriving. 
Tw enty-three have been 
discovered already. 
It is estimated 
th at one hundred persons perished. 
The water is now failing. The reser­ 
voir comprised one hundred and fifty 
acres, and had an average depth of 
thirty feet. It Tras drawn upon in the 
day time to supply the mills of W il­ 
liamsburg, Haydenville and Florence. 
The reservoir was constructed about 
twelve years ago. There was scarcely 
sufficient water for the various facto­ 
ries or mills, and the river was one of 
the most uncertain streams, liable to 
Hoods and almost utter drought. The 
tanks that had to be built by the capi­ 
talists interested in the various manu­ 
facturing enterprises on the stream 
caused them to be apprehensive of dis­ 
aster. Several times last year the res­ 
ervoir was repaired at a heavy ex­ 
pense, and was supposed to be perfectly 
secure, although it seemed leaky.

V e r s a i l l e s , May 15.—The Hall of 
the National Assembly was crowded 
to-day during an exciting session. 
Ex-President Tbiers occupied his seat 
as delegate. Duke de Broglie intro­ 
duced tiis project for creating a second 
Chamber, and read a Ministerial re­ 
port on the subject. The services of 
President MacMahon to the country 
w’ere warmly praised, and a method of 
strengthening his hands pointed out, 
appealing to Members of Assembly 
and Ministers. Say you are unwilling 
to constitute a definite Republic. We 
do not ask you your conscience. We 
advise you to continue true to parti- 
zanship for some years, but you must 
first give the President means for pro­ 
tection and re-assurance to society 
and commerce.” The report proceeds 
to describe the new Chamber, which is 
to be called the Grand Council. The 
members receive no salary.

DeBroglio concluded there were re­ 
newed protests from the Left, and a 
scene of wild excitement ensued.

The Investigation Farce. 


The most palpable ¡arce on the peo­ 
ple of California is the investigation 
of charges preferred against Federal 
officers. It is the shallowest bit of 
humbuggery that ever deceived or 
attempted to deceive an intelligent 
community. Charges are preferred 
by two classes of men from widely 
ditFerent motives. One is a scheme 
fjr forcing some one out of the li lg, 
and the other is the effort of soifte one 
to get into the ring. The interests of 
the Government never enter into the 
charges and are never considered in 
the investigation which follows. It 
is a cat and dog squabble in which the 
cat or dog marked for the sacrifice is 
always immolated—decapitated, de- 
funeted and cremated. 
The ring is 
presided over by a gentleman who re­ 
mains in W ashington during the ses­ 
sions of Congress, and his orders are 
executed by an able lieutenant in San 
Francisco. There is and has been for 
years in San Francisco, a whisky ring 
formed for the express purpose of do­ 
ing the Government out of as large a 
propor.ion as possible of the revenue 
tax on whiskey, and to prevent the 
manufacture of the article by parties 
not aJm itted into the magic circle. 
Innum erable charges have been pre­ 
ferred a;ain st revenue officers and 
distillers. 
Investigations have fol­ 
lowed resulting in the squelching of 
the distillery not in the ring, and in 
whitewashing the official who had not 
departed from the instructions of the 
king pin at W ashington. 
If the 
charge comes from a candidate for ad­ 
mission into the ring, experts are sent 
out to investigate the m atter fully and 
prove the charges to be without the 
slightest foundation in fact. If the 
charge is brought for the purpose 
of extinguishing an outside distil 
lery or forcing some obnoxious seg­ 
m ent out of the circle, the experts are 
selected with a view solely to their 
qualifications ft r finding modularities, 
whether they exist or not, and the 
victim must find a speedy way of mol- 
ifying the High Priest at Washington, 
or he will be proven a villain too 
black for the manufacture of whisky 
or membership of the inner circle. 
The whisky manufacturing business 
o ' California is a close corporation, 
governed by one man for the benefit 
of the few whom it may concern, and 
the Government is not a partner in 
the firm. 
W hen it is found that an 
honest investigation — an investiga 
tion that will seek to uncover, not 
cover up fraud—may be had, revela­ 
tions that will astonish the people of 
San Francisco and of the State will be 
made. Now, nothing can be done, 
and all efforts to secure an honest in­ 
vestigation into the truth or falsity ot 
charges arc just so much time and 
trouble thrown away. 


The Centennial Management. 


Somehow we cannot fall in love 
with the Centennial management. It 
smacks too strongly of individual spec­ 
ulation and too slightly of a patriotic 
demonstration. The programme read» 
like a little game called, “ heads I win, 
tails you lose.” There are too many 
shrewd business men interested in fix­ 
ing up things. W hen such men begin 
to babble patriotism, it is a pretty 
sure sign that somebody is going to be 
robbed. 
Why should the National 
Government — the people—pay ten 
million dollars to assist Philadelphia 
in building an exhibition m artin box? 
This centennial celebration, if it ever 
comes off, will pour millions of dollars 
in the pockets of the Quaker city res­ 
idents. They will squeeze the Ameri 
can people and fleece the civilized 
world. The Austrian harvest recently 
gathered at Vienna was a mere noth 
ing to the great take of Philadelphia 
during the centennial celebration. Yet 
as a sort of foretaste of the feast, the 
nation is expected to give ten million 
dollars, and each ¡átate in the Union a 
million or so more. Does anyone sup­ 
pose that all this money would be hon­ 
estly expended in preparing for the cen­ 
tennial? For one, we suppose no such 
thing. We do not believe that one 
tenth part of it would be so used. We 
do 
suppose, 
however, 
that each 
member of the Managing or Executive 
Committee would close his labors with 
the slightest possible amount of work 
and the greatest possible amount of 
stealings, and we further suppose that 
each of these gentlemen would retire a 
millionaire. On the whole, it is a good 
thing for the country th at the House 
refused the centennial m anager’s first 
modest request for three million dol­ 
lars. We can use this money to better 
advantage. 


T iie Democrats of Ohio think of 
running P e n d l e t o n 
for President 
again. 
We suppose Ohio wants to 
own a President, and P e n d l e t o n is 
her best man. But he is not the best 
man ¿n the Nation, and if he should 
run seventy-five times he would not 
be elected. 


Tom F it c h—silver-tongued Tom— 
has gone over to the Democracy. This 
is just about the worst thing that could 
happen to the Democracy of Utah and 
Nevada. 
W hen Tom goes over to a 
thing, the thing is none the whiter or 
better for the go over. 


S in c e N a st began to caricature the 
Republican party, the members of that 
organization begin to see why the 
Democracy could not laugh at his pic­ 
tures some time ago. 


Narrow Guage Roads. 


The work of grading the Stockton 
and lone Narrow Gauge Railroad is 
commenced. The road will bo about 
thirty miles in length, and will be­ 
come almost from the date of comple­ 
tion one of the most valuable pieces of 
roa I in the State. From Stockton, it 
runs over a level and rich section of the 
valley, until it strikes the foot-hills 
w ithin a lew miles of lone valley. 
This valley, though small, is one of 
the garden spots of the State, and be­ 
neath it lies an inexhaustible bed of 
coal. The road will make this coal 
valuable by affording a quick and 
cheap means for transporting it to tide 
water at Stockton, where it will be 
sent to San Francisco by boats or 
throughout the San Joaquin valley by 
the valley railroad. 
It is estimated 
th at the coal freight alone will enable 
the owners to operate the road at a 
profit to say nothing of the large pas­ 
senger, grain and merchandise traffic 
which only awaits the locomotive. 
This will be a short road, and will 
only share the carrying trade along a 
portion of the route with the Western 
Pacific, yet its stockholders consider 
their money well invested. Compart^l 
with that of the Los Angeles and In ­ 
dependence Narrow Gauge, the busi­ 
ness of the Stockton and lone roud 
will be a mere nothing. Our road will 
control the carrying traffic of a broad 
mining area which has only been suf­ 
ficiently prospected to satisfy all that 
it contains work for thousands of 
miners for ages to come. The greater 
portion of the products of these mines 
must be brought out of the mountains 
in the ore, or as crude bullion, and the 
means of subsistence for the miners 
as well as the machinery to work the 
mines, must all be taken into the 
country. All this transportation will 
go to the narrow gauge load our citi­ 
zens are preparing to build out from 
this city. 
There will be no better 
paying road on the Pacific Coast than 
the Los Angeles and Independence 
Narrow Gauge. Since this article was 
placed in type, the proposition has 
been made to change our road to the 
ordinary gauge. 
Its value will be 
equally great, no m atter which gauge 
is adopted. 


Compulsory Education. 


A Herculean Task. 


The New York World and the San 
Francisco Examiner are now' engaged 
in|the somewhat difficult task of re-or­ 
ganizing the Democratic party. W ith 
a confidence in the success of their 
work worthy the faith and zeal of such 
untiring apostles, they predict the 
early and entire control of the N a­ 
tional Government by that party* If 
old line Democrats have one virtue 
which outshines oil others, it is a faith­ 
ful adherence to the belief that the an­ 
cient glory of their party has not de­ 
parted for all time, but will shine 
again brighter and purer for the chas­ 
tening it has received. There is noth­ 
ing wrong about the old principles of 
Democracy, 
they are, in fact, the 
principles the people are now striving 
to m aintain; but there is a good deal 
wrong, indeed, almost all wrong, with 
the Democratic party of to-day. The 
machine is all well enough, but it 
wants an engineer. 
The valve has 
been tied down for a long time, and 
without skillful handling an explosion 
will occur that will so shatter the con 
cern that all the glue ever made will 
not stick it together again. The World 
andExaminer may re-organize the par­ 
ty, and when they have done so, they 
must find a M o se s to lead it out of the 
Egyptian darkness in which it has 
been wandering for a long time. 
He 
must lead it across the Red Sea, and 
in m aking the passage contrive to 
drown the old fogies and false prophets 
that led it into bondage and made its 
serfdom the slavery of ignorance and 
prejudice. He m ust lead it out of 
itself and away from itself. The Dem- 
ojratic party re-organized and so led, 
will be a new party, with new blood, 
new leaders and new power. 


Crop Prospects. 


Reports from the San Joaqulu val­ 
ley—the great wheat field of the 
State—are to the effect that in some 
localities, particularly in Tulare coun­ 
ty and on the western portion of San 
Joaquin and Stanislaus counties, the 
crops will not be as large as the prom­ 
ise of some weeks ago seemed to war­ 
rant. On the west side of the San 
Joaquin river, from Grayson down, 
good crops are only assured after a 
very wet season and the rains of last 
W inter and Spring were not quite 
sufficient to guarantee such a result 
this year. In some portions of the 
Sacramento valley the same cause 
will probably induce a like falling oil’ 
in the yield. In the counties and val­ 
leys around San Francisco Bay, as 
well as in Sonoma and Mendocino 
counties, the wheat yield will meet 
the most sanguine expectations of the 
farmers. 
In ti e entire tier of the 
Southern Coast counties the crop pros­ 
pects are very flattering, and the cer­ 
tainty 
of 
a full yield is beyond 
question. 
Our San Bernardino ex­ 
changes are filled with glowing ac­ 
counts of the farmer’s prospects in that 
county. In our own valley the hus­ 
bandman has abundant returns for 
his labor. Never in the history of the 
State has Los Angeles 
valley had 
such an extensive acreage covered 
with grain; every acre of which prom­ 
ises a full yield, as at this time. 
With 
a rich and exhnustless soil, and the 
finest climate in the world, what won­ 
der that, the people in search of homes 
are coming here by the steamer load. 
The crop prospects throughout the 
State are good, very good, but in Los 
Angeles valley they ure more than 
good. 


The Michigan Teacher, in a brief 
review of n report on “ Compulsory 
Education,” thus states its want of 
confidence 
in 
the 
success of the 
measure in this country: 
“ It may be freely conceded that the 
theory of the logic, and many of the 
facts, are with the advocates of com­ 
pulsory school-attendance, or equiva­ 
lent private education. 
We believe 
the argument, for the right of the 
8 ate, to self-protection through popu­ 
lar education, is impregnable. 
Yet 
we are obliged to add, after careful 
and wide study of the subject, and 
patient waiting for the result of ex- 
jieriments, that we have no present 
hope of the success of any compulsory 
act of the kind in any State of the 
Union. None has yet succeeded—not 
even the vaunted ‘ Truant Act’ of 
Massachusetts. 
In Michigan, under 
f iborable conditions, the trial has been 
made for two years and a half, and 
without perceptible results in increas­ 
ing school-attendance, or stim ulating 
home education. 
The general testi­ 
mony is, that no attention whatever 
is paid to the law. The notices re­ 
quired by the Act, were, with rare ex ­ 
ceptions, not even posted by the school 
officers last Fall.” 
The Illinois Schoolmaster for March, 
takes a similar position, and expresses 
the hope that the bill pending in the 
Illinois Legislature, may not become 
a law. (The bill was subsequently de­ 
feated in the Senate). It questions the 
expediency of such legislation, and 
expresses the fear that attemps to en­ 
force a compulsory law would awaken 
increased opposition 
to the public 
school system. It urges that the great 
need is better schools, and that these 
will come when we have better teach­ 
ers. 
The H e r a l d adds, better teachers 
will come when better salaries and 
more permanent situations are offered 
to men and women, mentally and 
morally qualified for the responsible 
duties of the school room. We hold 
th at as much brains, if not as much 
education, is required to teach a pri­ 
mary class of childen as for the suc­ 
cessful management of a high school; 
yet it is the fixed policy of those who 
provide teachers and fix their salaries 
to pay prices so low to all under teach­ 
ers that no ono with brains enough to 
teach school will follow the business 
longer than they can help it. The 
moment fair wages are offered at other 
employment, they go out of the busi­ 
ness. 


T h e r e is a disposition to lionize the 
bandit V a sq u e z on the part of a num ­ 
ber of well meaning but mistaken 
people. This is wrong. The man ad­ 
mits himself a criminal, and how 
great a criminal he is remains to be 
seen. It is to be hoped that all maud­ 
lin sympathy will be withheld, and 
the prisoner brought to trial as speedily 
as possible, where it is also to be hoped 
justice will be meted out to him, and 
the law vindicated. 
V a sq u e z 
is 
doubtless a great man of his kind, but 
he is not of a kind to merit, and should 
not receive, the sympathy of law-abid­ 
ing, justice-loving people. Let the 
law take its course as speedily as pos­ 
sible. 


T h e legal opinions of eminent law­ 
yers 
on questions of law 
affect­ 
ing railway 
corporations are the 
ablest productions of the American 
bar. They are positive proof th at the 
country possesses great legal minds 
and profound scholars. In nine cases 
out of ten they prove beyond the pos­ 
sibility of refutation by the common 
mind, that black is white—that rail­ 
roads have all the rights and the peo­ 
ple none. They are powerful logical 
efforts, but their authors could pro­ 
duce still greater arguments on the 
other side, if the incentive was as 
great—but the people do not pay such 
fees. Their case does not require it. 


A c o u p l e of years ago some one 
proposed to establish a factory or two 
on the flats between the town of Oak­ 
land and the water. The plan did not 
meet the approbation of Oakland’s 
aristocrats. They laid these indus­ 
tries would tend to bring poor labor­ 
ing people among them, and they did 
not like the smell of poor folks. 
The 
works were not built, and now Oak­ 
land wonders why she has become 
merely a sleeping place for San Fran­ 
cisco business men, 


T h e 
Centennial 
Committee an­ 
nounces that despite the refusal of 
Congress to give them the key to the 
National Treasury, they intend to con­ 
tinue the work of preparing for the an­ 
niversary. They will not do a great 
deal until the next session of Congress, 
and if they have no better luck with 
that than with the present session, 
they will probably go ahead on their 
own hook.

E d it o r H e r a l d : One of the most 
pleasing features of our landscape is 
the bright, green foliage of its hun­ 
dreds of acres of vineyards. The vines, 
set In long, otruight parallel rows, in­ 
terlacing and twining their branches 
together, wear a robo of green that 
completely covers the ground. Later 
in the season, when the hills and val­ 
leys have donned their dusty coats of 
brown, the contrast between the bright 
hues of our vineyards, and tiie.sombre­ 
ness of tlie plains around is more no­ 
ticeable. '1 here can be no more re­ 
freshing sight to the weary traveler, 
after a long ride over dusty and sun- 
scorcbed plains, tlltvn the luxuriant 
verdure of 
OUR LITTLE OASES. 
A large area of land has been planted 
with vines this Spring. 
One of our 
nurserymen, Mr. Clark, lias imported 
from Napa and Sonoma, over one hun­ 
dred thousand cuttings, principally of 
the raisin grape. 
The foreign vari­ 
eties are entirely superseding the Old 
Mission grape. In a few years the 
growing and curing of raisins will 
form one of our principal industries. 
Many of our farmers are m aking the 
experiment of growing vines without 
irrigation, and the only drawback to 
complete success seems to bo t he irre­ 
pressible gopher. 
W ESTM INISTER. 
Not long since I took a drive through 
W estminister. The colony is flourish­ 
ing like that oft quoted “green bay 
tree.” Its waving Helds of grain and 
llowing wells delight the visitors, and 
are no doubt, a well spring of pleas­ 
ure to (lie colonists. They boast of 
52 artesian wells, with a flow vary­ 
ing from one to five inches. Tho col­ 
onists will not petition for a vote upon 
the Local Option Law. They have a 
local prohibition law which secures 
the same purpose. One of tlie condi­ 
tions in the sale of land, in the colony 
tract, is th at the purchaser shall not 
make, vend, 
or sell 
intoxicating 
drinks. 
Artesian w attr, of which 
they have a superabundance, forms 
the principle beverage of the colonist. 
A devotee of Bacchus in Westminister 
would find himself very much in tlie 
condition of Goleride’s Ancient Mari­ 
ni r, 
“Wat'r, water everywhere, 
Nor any drop to drink.” 
The Grange movement is ciuite pop­ 
ular in our portion of the county. We 
have five Granges in the Santa Ana 
valley, with a total membership of 
over 400. No chance for monopolies 
here. 
It must be the fear of the 
Grangers that deters Stanford & Co. 
from completing the Los Nietos branch 
of his railroad to Anaheim. Our mem­ 
ory runs back two years, and we re­ 
call how anxious Stanford was that we 
should have a railroad. Indeed, had 
we insisted upon it he would have 
promised every man and woman of us 
A PRIVATE 
RAILROAD OK OUR OWN 
to connect with the main trunk of the 
Southern Pacific, but that was in the 
good old days of subsidy. 
Long ere 
these Grangers rose up to vex the 
righteous souls of Railroad magnates. 
If Stanford can not give us a railroad, 
as per agreement, wonder if liecouldii’t 
be persuaded to bottle up a locomotive 
whistle and send it to us by ox-team. 
It is true we have paid dear for the 
whistle, but for all that, we do not like 
to loso both money and whistle. 
There is some talk of a narrow-gauge 
railroad 
from 
the 
• landing 
to 
Anaheim. 
It takes money to build 
railroads, and money with us is a 
scarce article. 
Talk, 
however, 
is 
cheap, but the demand for it merely 
nominal. 
We have so many new en­ 
terprises on hand th at some of them 
will have to wait until our purses are 
more plethoric. 
I have always re­ 
garded tlie pioneersof a country as the 
true martyrs to progress. They are 
compelled to invest a large share of 
their money and then labor for the 
benefit of posterity, and ungrateful 
posterity generally votes them fools 
and old fogies for their pains.

Mr. Goldsworthy, Deputy U. S. Sur­ 
veyor, who lias just returned from 
quite an extended trip through Hol­ 
comb valley, kindly furnishes us some 
interesting points concerning that sec­ 
tion. Coming from a man so thor­ 
oughly 
informed upon everything 
which pertains to mines and mining, 
our report is especially trustworthy, 
ami commands the implicit confidence 
of those who seek correct information 
concerning this section. 
Holcomb 
valley is now attracting much atten­ 
tion throughout the country, and any 
correct information delating thereto 
will be gladly received by our readers 
at home and abroad. 
Mr. Goldsworthy, with an assistant, 
left our city about one month ago, and 
has spent about a week of this tim e in 
surveying mines in the valley. He 
returned by way of tlie Temescal 
tin mines, and after stopping at that 
place for a few days to make some sur­ 
veys, he arrived in the city late Thurs­ 
day night, well worn by the fatigues 
of tlie trip. 
Upon the whole, lie is 
well pleased with tlie results of the 
expedition. 


HOLCOMB VALLEY 
Is located in tlie Coast Range Moun­ 
tains, about one hundred amPfwenty 
miles northeast of this place, and six­ 
ty-five miles by wagon road or thirty- 
six by bridle-path from San Bernar­ 
dino. It is a small valley, about eight 
thousand seven hundred feet above tlie 
sea level, varying from one and a half 
to one and three-quarters miles in 
width, by about four in length. The 
entire area included in the valley does 
not probably exceed ten square miles. 
Underlying this surface are tlie placer 
deposits, and in the adjacent hills are 
found tlie ledges of ore-bearing rock. 
There is abundance of pine timber and 
a good supply of water for milling and 
sluicing purposes. The mines are ac­ 
cessible by a good wagon road running 
through the mountains. 
T IIE QUARTZ MINES 
Are in a granite formation, tlie veins 
varying from six inches to six feet in 
width, comprising veins bearing free 
gold and iron pyrities with slight 
tints of lead, copper and base metals. 
As yet, mining in this section may jie 
said to be at its verj’ commencement. 
Some of tlie mines were worked ten or 
fifteen years ago, but were long since 
abandoned, and it is only within the 
last year that work lias been resumed. 


T H E HOLCOMB VALLEY COMPANY 
Control the principal quartz mines of 
this section, under tlie supervision of 
Capt. John Haley. They alone have 
sufficient machinery for the successful 
prosecution of the work at present* 
This company lias a quartz mill which 
reduces about fifteen tons of ore per 
day. They have a shaft sunk to tlie 
depth of 170 feet, all tlie way through 
ore, w ith side drifts running to the 
westward from the shaft and covering 
a block of ore 170 feet long by 80 feet 
in bight. The ledge averages from 
eighteen inches to two feet in thick­ 
ness, and pays in tlie neighborhood of 
§40 to the toil. 
A SAW MILL 
Is in course of construction by the 
company, and during the Summer an­ 
other twenty-stamp mill will be built 
for the reduction of ore. 
Under the 
efficient management of Superintend­ 
ent Haley, the affairs of this company 
seem to be in a litost prosperous con­ 
dition. 
T H E OZIEK LEDGE, 
Owned by Judge Widney, Mr. Ward 
and Mrs. Ozier, is the next in promin­ 
ence. 
I t lias not yet been worked (the 
survey having but recently been com­ 
pleted), but it gives great promise of 
containing valuable ore, and is in the 
hands of those who will push it to a 
speedy development. 
T H E GREEN LEAD, 
W orked by Mr. Garvey, is also said to 
show some fine specimens, and work 
is carried on upon it with vigor. 
T IIE CARTER AND HUB MINES 
Are also said to promise sóme excel­ 
lent results, and they are worked by 
the owners in a most enterprising 
m anner. Another twenty-stamp mill 
will be built upon these premises by 
the proprietors. 
OTHER LEDGES. 
A large number of outside leads, 
worked by various individual miners 
and companies liavc been sunk from 
three to twenty feet deep, and all 
show first-rate prospects. 
Some of 
these same mines, when worked in 
former times, bail as much as $15,000 
to $20,001) taken from them by arastras 
—a very rude form of securing the 
metal from the ore. 
It is said that 
wliat has been done can be done again, 
and if these mines, worked by such in- 
cflicicnt means, yielded so well fifteen 
years ago, it is beyond a peradventure 
now that they can be made to pay 
handsomely. 
T H E PLACER MINES 
Underlying the whole valley there 
is supposed to lie a gold-bearing strata 
of gravel from six inches to three feet 
in thickness. Only the outer edges of 
tho basin have been worked, where 
the deposit, lying nearer the surface, is 
most accessible. These more shallow 
mines were also worked in former 
times, together with the quartz mines, 
but were also abandoned by tlie men 
engaged upon them for more alluring 
prospects in the upper country. In 
somo places excavations have been 
made to the depth of twenty-five feet, 
when bed-rock is found. The pay-dirt 
yields from one-half a cent to five and 
six cents per pan. 
T H E CENTER OE TH E BASIN 
Is still virgin soil, having never been 
worked on account of the great deptli 
to the bed-rock, probably 125 feet, to­ 
gether with the lack of sullicient ma­ 
chinery to pump the water from tlie 
excavation. Tho probabilities are that 
the richest deposits will here be found. 
Judging from the deposits around the 
rim of the basin, there is without 
doubt untold wealth waiting for tiiose 
who have the means and pluck to dig 
through the one hundred feet or more 
of soil, and take it from its lodging 
place upon tho bed-rock. 
T H E LAZARDEIl COMPANY 
Have sunk a main below tho first 
hard-pan and have found a second 
strata yielding gold-bearing dirt equal 
tq th at above. 
This mine is now 
Worked by Lezarder & Brothers with 
much success. 


T IIE RESOURCES OF TH E VALLEY 
Are as yet almost unknown, having 
been prospected in only the most ac­ 
cessible portions, and doubtless tlie 
richest discoveries are yet to be made. 
SUFFICIENT WATER 
For sluicing purposes is pumped from 
the mines as they are dug. In every 
respect there are ample facilities for 
developing the mines to their utmost 
capacity. A lack of proper machinery 
is tlie most noticeable want of tlie re­ 
gion. Tho abundant supply of wood 
and water, together with the unlimi­ 
ted amount of soil yet unprospected 
and tlie cheapness of machinery sulfi- 
cieut to carry on the work, otter 
EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITIES 
For miners to try their fortunes in 
Holcomb valley. About one hundred 
miners passed the W inter in tlie val­ 
ley, and since tho opening of the sea­ 
son others have (locked there from 
other sections, so th at there are prob­ 
ably one hundred and fifty men now 
at work in tho mines, and still they 
come. Tho snow is now well cleared 
away, so th at no ditliculty is experi­ 
enced by the miners from that source. 
A NEW TOW*N 
Has been laid out in the eastern end 
of the valley. One store is aire.ády in 
operation, and a number of houses are 
in course of erection. Town lots are 
finding quite a ready sale. There are 
at present some accommodations for 
travelers here, but they are limited, 
and there is a good opening lor some 
enterprising man to start a boarding 
house. 
A OREA# %tUSH 
Will doubtless be made for this sec­ 
tion during tho coming season as its 
resources become better known. 
We 
shall take every opportunity to keep 
our readers fully posted in regard to any 
new developments 
which may be 
made. Meanwhile, we can but wish 
tlie best of success to the industrious 
gold hunter in Holcomb valley. 


SATURDAY NIGHT MUSINGS.

It cannot be de­ 
nied be is fampus, and his memory 
Will last while tandits thrive. “ Men’s 
evil manners live in brass; their vir­ 
tues we write in water,” which Í9 but 
another way of saying “the evil that 
men do, lives after them; the good is 
oft interred with their bones.”

pportunitj 
benefits to b e " 
derived from this co-operative move­ 
ment, L. M. Holt and J. E. McComas 
are now put in the field to solicit sub­ 
scriptions to stock, and collect the first 
payment on the same. The Patrons of 
California are watching with interest 
the Co-operative movement in South­ 
ern California, as being the most prac­ 
tical, extensive and systematic system 
of co-operation yet inaugurated on the 
Pacific Coast. It is true that the sum 
required from each is small; but the 
number banded together will be so 
large that the total collections will ag­ 
gregate a fair sum, especially after the 
first and second assessments are col­ 
lected. It is this large number of stock­ 
holders that will give an extensive con­ 
centration of trade, a strong combina­ 
tion of influence, and, eventually, a 
powerful 
corporation. 
Funds 
are 
needed now to get ready to handle the 
growing crops. Everyone can afford 
to make an effort to help the Company 
now. If persons do not wish to assume 
the responsibility of meeting future 
assessments on several shares, they can 
advance the Company $15, $20 or $50 
on one or more shares, and thus escape 
assessments for years to come, and, at 
the same time, give the Company the 
pecuniary assistance so much desired 
at present. 
The Company means business at 
once. The Board has resolved to open 
a Grocery and Produce Store at Los 
Angeles, as soon as possible after the 
first day of June, and to establish, in 
connection therewith, a warehouse for 
the storage of grain. It is now thought 
the Grangers’ Rank of California will 
be in condition to advance money on 
the grain thus stored, and thereby 
enable the farm er to hold his crop until 
better prices can be obtained next IFin- 
ter or Spring. 
The Board has also expressed its de­ 
termination to build a warehouse at the 
new Balsas Chico wharf, near Ana- 
lieim, as soon as that wharf is com­ 
pleted. 
The company also expects to extend 
its operations to San Bernardino coun­ 
ty as soon as it gets firmly established. 
In the meantime stockholders in that 
county can have the benefit of the 
Company’s store and warehouse, in Los 
Angeles county, and at the same time 
help to build up a company that will 
more effectually assist them in the near 
future. 
The company is no longer an expe­ 
rim ent; enough stock is already taken 
to justify the commencement of opera­ 
tions, and more money can be had by 
the two assessments that can be levied 
during the present fiscal year. It now 
remains to be seen whether the Com­ 
pany is to be carried on by one-third 
of the Patrons of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties, or whether all 
shall unite to accomplish the great end9 
for which our Order was founded.
